Town of Willi amstown Bonds. 

In my repoii; of last year I made mention that the town 
of Williamstown had defaulted payment of coupons, due 
Jan. 1, 1887, amounting to $1,932, on bonds of the town 
purchased for and held by the Massachusetts School Fund. 
I have now to report a further default of Williamstown on 
the coupons, same amount due Jan. 1, 1888. 

The Attorney-General, in behalf of the Commonwealth, 
has brought suit against the town for the defaulted coupons, 
and the case is now waiting trial. 

The principal of the bonds in question is $32,200, and 
the bonds with final coupons become due Jan. 1, 1889. 

The default of the town on the coupons is preliminary to 
a repudiation of the principal, unless compelled by decision 
of the courts to pay. 

The authority to issue these bonds was granted by the 
Legislature in 1855 (Acts of 1855, chapter 394), upon the 
petition of the Troy and Greenfield Railroad Company and 
of certain towns. 

The town of Williamstown voted April 9, 1858, to sub- 
scribe to the stock of the Troy and Greenfield Railroad 
Company $33,000, and to issue its scrip for that sum to pay 
its subscription, and appointed a committee of three to 
make the subscription for the town upon certain conditions, 
and with authority to issue the bonds of the town for the 
amount of the stock subscribed for. 

This committee — viz., H. L. Sabin, Keyes Danforth and 
Benj. F. Mills — made the subscription for the stock, witb 
the conditions attached, April 27, 1858. These conditions 
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are as stated in the subscription of the town of Williams- 
town by its committee as follows : — 

Town of Willi amstown, 

By their committee duly authorized by vote of said town, the 
(9th) ninth day of April, A. D., 1858, to subscribe (330) three 
hundred and thirty shares to the capital stock of the Troy & 
Greenfield Railroad Company on the following conditions, viz. : — 

1 . The payment for the stock shall be in town scrip, maturing in 
thirty years from the date of issue, the interest to be six per cent, 
per annum, and the coupons to be made payable annually at the 
Adams Bank. 

2. No scrip shall be issued until the Troy & Boston Railroad 
Company shall execute a contract with this town, binding them- 
selves until after the completion of the Hoosac Tunnel to pay one- 
half the interest on the town scrip, which interest shall be paid 
into the Adams Bank in time to meet the payments on the coupons. 

3. To protect the towi^ against the possibility of loss of the 
stock from such a contingency as the sale of the Troy & Green- 
field Railroad by the bond-holders, the first mortgage bonds of the 
Troy & Greenfield Railroad Company to the extent of $33,000 
shall be placed in the Adams Bank under charge of a committee 
to be appointed by the town, to be held until the town shall be 
satisfied that such security is no longer necessary, and shall direct 
the committee, by a vote of the town at a general or special meet- 
ing, to surrender them to H. Haupt & Co. 

4. No scrip shall be issued until substantial heavy rails of not 
less than fifty pounds per yard shall have been laid, and the road 
constructed in a manner suitable for the safe and convenient 
transportation of passengers and freight from the city of Troy to 
the village of North Adams ; but when this condition shall have 
been complied with, and the certificates of stock issued and placed 
with the bonds in the hands of the committee, the whole of the 
scrip shall without delay be delivered to H. Haupt & Co. 

The question of the location of a depot shall be left open to be 
settled as the interests of the town and the accommodation of its 
^ citizens may require, at a town meeting to be called for that purpose.

These conditions having been fulfilled by the Troy and 
Greenfield Railroad Company to the satisfaction of the 
aforesaid committee, they issued the bonds of the town to 
the amount of $33,000, dated Jan. 1, 1859, thirty years to 
run, with six per cent, annual coupons.

The Commonwealth had no interest in these bonds except 
as an investment for the school fund, and the cash belong- 
ing to this fund was paid for the bonds to the party in 
whose hands they had come in due course of business. 

The foregoing statement of vote and authority conferred 
on the committee is from the records of the town. The vote 
passed April 9, 1858, giving authority to the committee is 
as follows : — 

Votedj That Keyes Danforth, Benjamin F. Mills and Henry L. 
Sabin be the committee to carry into effect all the conditions of 
said proposition and resolution, and that they have full power to 
subscribe for the stocky to issue the scrip and to do and perform 
whatever may be requisite and necessary to carry said proposition 
and resolution into effect ; and said Danforth, Mills and Sabin 
were duly chosen to be said committee. 

At a town meeting held Feb. 17, 1859, it was 

Voted^ That said committee receive a vote of thanks for the 
able, discreet ami punctual manner in which they had attended to 
the duties imposed upon them in the issue of said scrip. 

At the annual March meeting of 1859, the town voted to 
raise the money to pay interest on the town scrip issued in 
piayment of subscription to the capital stock of the Troy 
and Greenfield Railroad Company, and annually passed a 
similar vote in the successive years. 

The mortgage bonds accepted by the committee were 
under a mortgage executed to Jerome V. C. Smith and 
others, trustees, by the Troy and Greenfield Railroad Com- 
pany July 30, 1855. This mortgage was declared invalid 
by the Supreme Court, September, 1865. 

The mortgage bonds placed in trust in the Adams Bank 
were '' to protect the town against the possibility of loss of 
the stock from such a contingency as the sale of the Troy 
and Greenfield Railroad by the bondholders," and for no 
other purpose. 
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When these mortgage bonds were declared illegal '' such 
a contingency " could not happen, and the necessity for this 
special security ceased. 

The stockholders of the Troy and Greenfield Railroad 
Company surrendered the railroad property to the Com- 
monwealth. No sale by the bondholders under the Smith 
mortgage — the contingency guarded against — took place. 
Had not this surrender been made to the Commonwealth 
the stock held by the town would have been worthless. 

The condition between the town and the Troy and Green- 
field Railroad for the deposit of mortgage bonds was a 
condition of which the Commonwealth had no knowledge, 
and it was in no way or sense a party thereto. 

The $32,200 of the bonds of Williamstown, now belong- 
ing to the Massachusetts School Fund, were bought in the 
open market, and cash paid for them. 

The mortgage bonds of the Troy and Greenfield Railroad 
Company, received in trust for the town of Williamstown, 
were declared invalid by the Supreme Court six years 
after the issue of the scrip of the town ; but the town made 
no move against the validity of its own bonds till it refused 
payment of the coupons due thereon, January 1, 1887. 

The town made no sign of complaint so long as the Com- 
monwealth was spending money upon the Troy and Green- 
field Railroad. 

The Commonwealth holds in the school fund bonds of 
the town of Adams to the amount of $40,700, issued by 
that town for stock of the Troy and Greenfield Railroad 
Company bought at the same time and of the same party 
as were the bonds of the town of Williamstown. 

All the conditions of subscription and issue are the same 
in case of each town. 

The towns of Adams and Williamstown had the advan- 
tage over the other towns that subscribed to the stock of \ 
the Troy and Greenfield Railroad, in that the Troy and 
Boston Railroad Company paid these towns one-half the 
interest on the bonds they issued until the completion of 
the Hoosac Tunnel. 

J. M. Waterman and another citizen of Williamstown 
petitioned the Legislature of 1886 for legislation in relief 
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of these bonds, and when the committee reported leave to 
withdraw, Benjamin F. Mills, the representative from Wil- 
liarastown and one of the original committee who issued the 
bonds, moved to substitute for the report a resolve giving 
up the bonds to the town in exchange for the stock of the 
Troy and Greenfield Railroad Company held by the town. 
The resolve was rejected by a decisive vote and the report 
of the committee was accepted. 

The Legislature of 1887 was petitioned for relief by a 
committee of the town who appeared before the Judiciary 
Committee of the House with counsel and asked for legisla- 
tion to relieve the town from disabilities in court which 
might arise from lapse of time, continued payment of cou- 
pons, etc. ; that is, to grant the town relief against the State 
which could not be constitutionally granted if these bonds 
were held by a person or a corporation. 

This proposition met with no favor from the committee, 
but the whole matter was finally referred to the next Gen- 
eral Court, and therefore 1 have deemed it proper to make 
this statement of facts. 

The Commonwealth is under no more obligation to the 
town than if the bonds had been bought and were still held 
by some other party. 

The Commonwealth is under no more obligation to the 
town of Williamstown than to the other stockholders of the 
Troy and Greenfield Railroad. 

The town of Williamstown refuses to sell its stock to the 
Commonwealth on the same terms as the other stockholders. 

The question of the validity of the bonds is now before 
the courts to be decided. It is no question of distress ; 
the valuation of the town is $1,830,555, and the town has 
no debts besides these bonds which it is now seeking to 
repudiate. 
W I respectfully submit that in the matter of the town of 
Williamstown no legislation is required.

National Bank Tax. 

A large portion of the National Bank tax paid into the 
treasury by the cities and towns of the Commonwealth has 
oeen collected under protest during the last three years, 
because of suits instituted by several of the national banks 
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for the recovery of taxes collected. Some of the protests 
have been withdrawn, but of the tax collected there still 
remains under protest —

The amount due for rebates on account of national bank 
stock is merely so much money held by the State in trust, and 
cannot be considered as an asset to make up the deficit of 
the year. 

If the decision of the court result favorably to the banks 
it may be difficult to define the position of the Common- 
wealth as to that portion of the National Bank tax collected 
under protest and distributed to the cities and towns.

A large part of this amount is included in the taxes re- 
ceived under protest, and if the courts decide in favor of 
the National Banks the Commonwealth will be called upon 
to refund. 
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Rent of Southern Vermont Railroad. 

Having my attention accidently called to the subject, 1 
found upon examination that the Troy and Boston Railroad 
Company is in arrears of rent due the Commonwealth for 
the Southern Vermont Railroad since May 1, 1883. The 
rent is $12,000 per annum and November 1, 1887, amounted 
to $54,000 and accrued interest. The Attorney-General has 
instituted suit against the Troy and Boston Railroad Com- 
pany for payment of the same. 

Unclaimed Deposits in Savings Banks. 

The returns made by savings banks in accordance with 
chapter 319 Acts of 1887, of deposits unclaimed for twenty 
years, and depositors of the same unknown to the banks 
holding such deposits, or known to be dead, show a very 
large amount of this class of deposits aggregating in all the 
savings banks several hundred thousand dollars. 

As all estates in default of heirs escheat to the Common- 
wealth it is evident that the State has a large interest in 
these deposits. I noticed in one of the published returns 
deposits amounting to over $26,000, made by John Heard as 
Judge of Probate, Trustee. As Treasurer, I addressed a 
letter Dec. 31, 1887, to the savings bank in whose return 
I found these deposits, stating the probable interest of the 
Commonwealth in the same, and asking for the names of the 
parties for whose benefit these deposits were made. It was 
an inquiry which I considered my duty to make and natu- 
rally supposed it would be promptly and fully answered. 
The treasurer of the savings bank replied that upon the sug- 
gestion of the Commonwealth's interest made by me, he 
had called the attention of a public administrator to the mat- 
ter, but he did not give me the information asked for. These 
deposits were made fifty years ago and the judge who made % 
them has been dead over forty years. Why the treasurer of 
the bank preferred to give the asked for information to a 
public administrator rather than to the Treasurer of the 
Commonwealth he did not explain. The published return 
in this instance does not carry out the intent of the law. 
If the heirs for whom these deposits were made are living 
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they can receive no benefit from the publication of returns 
made in this manner. The information which the law says 
shall be given is studiously concealed. 

The, amount of the deposits unclaimed for twenty years, 
and the depositors of the same unknown, or known to be 
dead, is so large that I suggest for your consideration 
legislation looking to the payment of such deposits into the 
treasury of the Commonwealth, to be held for the depositors 
if ever claimed, and, so far as may be, to be administered 
upon as intestate estates, which in default of heirs would 
escheat to the Commonwealth. 

Detailed statements of revenue and fund transactions, the 
condition of the several funds, and amounts unpaid on 
warrant and interest accounts, are appended.
